It was a weekend full nf 
surprl33s for the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Search and Rescue Team. 

Ten minutes after they re¬ 
turned from two days at Mf. 
Baden Powell, training 1(X) 
members of the sheriff’s 
rescue team, they began a 
weekend filled with trauma 
on the slopes around the 
city. 

Ten crew members assisted 
In evacuating an Injured 
man from Sturtevant (5amp 
above Chantry Flats late 
Saturday. 

Then three rescues at the 
same time Sunday evening 
set a first In 30 years for the 
local climbers • helpers. 

At 5:30 p.m. Sunday the 
call went out to assist Dave 
Johnson, 15, of Arcadia who 
had fallen off the Slide Trail 
at Mt. Wilson Trail. Two 
partners, Jeff Johnson and 
Dennis Valentine of Arcadia, 
called for help, and sheriff’s 
paramedics came in witli a 
helicopter and airlifted the 
Injured boy out while Erv 
Nichols assisted the other 
two out of the canyon. 

Meantime, at about 5:45 
p.m., Mike Harvey, 18, had 
come out of the canyon 
down to the monastery and 
had told priests of an in¬ 
jured friend, John Crosby. 
17, still up near the first 
waterfall of Bailey Canyon. 


Crosby had two broken _ _ 

vertebrae, a punctured ear 
drum, four broken bones In -a) ,J 
one leg and the ankle of the ^ 

other leg was mangled. r 
Thgre were also other severe 
lacerations requiring skin 
grafts. 

He was treated by Linda 
Stoner, the Search and Res¬ 
cue Team’s emergency Reg¬ 
istered Nurse, at the site, 
and taken to the hospital in 
the fire department’s ambu¬ 
lance when he reached the j 

monastery parking lot. 

During the first of the ns'*' ■ 
three rescues, at about 6:15 
p.m., Nichols heard yelling 
on another ridge and dis¬ 
covered David Feldhouse of 
Rosemead and Mark Enke- 
laar of Temple City stranded 
with no warm clothing and 
no flashlights. The men 
had been there for half a 
day, and probably felt quite 
lucky to be found before 
dark set in. 

John Rtneliart of Sierra 
Madre was dropped by heli¬ 
copter to assist the three out. 
and Lynn Kroll stood by. di¬ 
recting all of them out, 1(X) 
yards at & time, by radio. 

It was 11 p.m. before the 
Search and Rescue Team 
members were through for 
the weekend, a record week¬

PAST ’N PRESENT by John Gregory 

When Short Tempers, Not Liquor, Flowed

Throughout the annals of Sierra Madra history describing 
those special days when the world-famous wisteria vine is 
in bloom, two spellings of the word prevail. 

Is it "wisteria" or "wistaria"? 

The dictionary spells the word wisteria arrd entices us 
with the information that a man whose name was Wistar, an 
American anatomist living between the years 1761 and 1818, 
might have had something to do with the mysterious blooms. 
He doesn't appear anywhere else. 

Then the World Boole discusses the plant as "the name 
of thick-growing vines that bear great clusters of flowers 
and belong to the pea family." 

It further explains, "The wisteria that is most often 
seen growing around homes in the United States is a native 
of China. One of the showiest climbing plants, it has grace¬ 
ful clusters of bluish-lavender blossoms that resensbie pea 
blossoms. 

"They droop from a heavy screen of foliage. The flower 
clusters of the wisteria are one to two feet long. 

"One kind of wisteria is said to have branches that 
reach out 300 feet from each side of nearly 1000 square 
feet of wall space." Is that our wisteria? It sounds as if it 
might be. And the information concludes, "Wisteria is an 
easy plant to grow. It must be given a deep soil, plenty 
of moisture, and an opportunity to climb to great heights." 

No mention of Mr. Wistar, at least a Wistar who might 
have had something to do with our plants. Just Caspar Wistar 
whose glass-producing technique made him famous. 

We prefer the spelling "wisteria" so all references in 
this issue, except for actual names of businesses, will be 
spelled as it appears in the dictionary. 

No matter how it's spalled, though, the most important 
factor is that those delightfully graceful clusters dropping 
from snake-like vines have brought great pleasure not only 
to the people of Sierra Madre but to others from distant 
parts of the world who have made the trek to our foothill 
village to view the unbelievable mauve-purple sight. 

What an arbor to behold. A winding, lavender, sweet- 
scented umbrella covering acres of many-leveled land close 
to the mountain. 

Join others to see this unwieldly but beautiful leviathan 
that's outgrown its green habitat. 

Take a jaunt up to the wisteria vine this Sunday between 
the'hours of .1« - A.pvm. , . ..

In the northeast corner of 
Sierra Madre City Park rests 
a gray cannon, paying tri¬ 
bute to the veterans of a war 
fought in far-off places from 
1914 . 1918. 

T wish a monument could 
be erected to commemorate 
a battle waged right here at 
the intersection of SleiTa 
Madre Boulevard and Her- 
mosa Avenue. 

It was a skiiTnish of words 
and issues that shaped the 
city's public image for de¬ 
cades and became one of the 
be.itlecries for municipal in¬ 
corporation almost three 
quarters of a century ago. It 
tested the wills of the city 
fathers and the influence of 
the pulpit and press. It be¬ 
came, in a phrase, downright 
nasty, pitting the town news¬ 
paper against a v io 11 n 
teacher and a church 
against a hotel. 

The issue was liquor. 

Today, the act of buying 
bottled spirits is taken for 
granted. I count 17 outlets 
for such commercial activity 
along Foothill and Sierra 
Madre Boulevard within the 
circulatlcn area of the Sierra 
Madre News. 

My great-grandfather, N. 
C. Carter, must flinch In his 
grave every time a cash 
register rings up a liquor 
sale. It was he, as founder 
of Sierra Madre, who set a 
tone of temperance for the 
fledgling community. 

“It must be understood 
here that no liquors are sold 
in Sierra Madre; the .place is 
not of that order," he wrote 
in 1883 In his weekly, four- 
page Sierra Madre Vista, the 
forerunner of the present 
I newspaper. 

Was that a tall order? The 
village was not yet incorpor¬ 
ated and therefore could not 


establish its own ordinances. 
In other parts of the valley, 
booze flowed from taverns. 
Wineries cranked out alec 
hollc products by the cases. 

But settlers in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre wanted their turf to be 
different. "No liquor sold 
here" became the unlegis- 
latcd way of life. 

Carter owned a vineyard 
north <rf Sierra Madre Boule¬ 
vard. The grapes were ship¬ 
ped Elast to be sold as fruit 
and to lure pec^le to move 
West Across the street and 
to the west, where City Park 
and City Hall now stand, 
C. W. Clement also grew 
grapes for the sake of 
grapes. 

In 1884, John W. Han of 
Ohio bought Clement's 40- 
acre parcel to become a 
rancher. Sierra Madre a n s 
were proud to have in their 
midst now the lik?s of a man 
who had founded the Cleve¬ 
land Conservatory of Music. 

Hart's .son, John, later 
described his first impres¬ 
sions of the property, called 
"Variety Rancho." TTie vine¬ 
yard, ordiards, oak trees, soil 
and “wild things (rabbits, 
quails and doves) ... all haa 
an intoxicating effect,” said 
the younger Hart. 

His choice of adjectives 
unintentionally pac k e d a 
wollop. 

That summer, grasshop¬ 
pers destroyed almost all of 
Hart's cre^, except the 
grapes. Hart knew he had to 
turn to ways other than 
ranching to make up for the 
financial loss. He studied 
viticulture o n d produced 
Monte Vina wine under the 
label, J. Hart A Sons. 

What displeasure residents 
might have felt iowiard the 
winery was muffled hy 
Hart’s respectability as a 
civic and cultural leader. He 
taught violin, served on the 
library board and sponsored 
youth sporting events on 
Variety Rancho. 

He developed close friend¬ 
ships with political leaders 
"Uncle Henry’’ Hosmer pnd 
John C. Blumef, two Cham¬ 
pions of the cause of incor¬ 
poration. 

Hart’s reputation was put 
to a severe test in 1906 when 
a newcomer, C. T. Cowles, 
started publishing the Sierra 
Madre News. 

With incorporation fever 
mounting, Oiwles used his 
columns to alert the citizenry 
about "evils’’ which would he 
banished when Sierra Madre 


became .a municipality. One 
of his villains was the 
winery. 

"That grog shop ... is an 
eyesore," Cowles wrote. In 
another editorial, he charged 
that wives whose husbands 
"are regular patrons nf 
Hart'.s Joint” did not think 
that the winemaker was re 
spectable. For severai weeks’ 
running in his social cokimn, 
“Jottlng.s Here and There,” 
Cowles noted that incorpora, 
tlon would rid Sierra Madre 
of the "gi-afters and whiskey 
soakers." 

Hart t.Tok action. His at¬ 
torney pointed our how the 
winery had not produced 
"drunkenness” in its 23 years 
of business. The Congreg.")- 
tional Church across the 
street did not object to his 
establishment, he added. 

Cowles took delight when 
Hart and a .supporter can¬ 
celled their subscriptioas to 
the News. “The sooner wc 
know who has backbone 
enougii to stand with us for 
right, the better we will like 
it," Cowles wrote. “We 
should stand up for decency 
. . . against the political 
clique" which "winks at the 
law." 

Blumer came to Hart’s de¬ 
fense. He charged, In a letter 
to Cowles, that the editor 
had made some "reckless as¬ 
sertions." Blumer challenged 
Cowles to name names. 
Cowles replied the following 
week: "Proof Is not needed 
. . . But when the proper 
time comes, we will assure 
our readers . . . that there 
will be some scurrying for 
cover and It won’t be the 
editw." 

Cowles and his colleagues 
formed their own slate of 
city council nominees foi the 
incorporation elect ion on 
February 20, 1907. Blumer 
and Hosmer formed another 
slate. MudsUnging continued 
until election eve. 

Candidates from both 
suites won neats. Blumer 
withdrew from politics. 
Cowles sold the paper in 
February and moved away. 
Hart continued to produce 
wine. He retired in 1918 and 
donated some of his land to 
the city as a park. 


But the liquor issue dirt 
not lie dormant. 

The new city council, 
called the “Trustees" in those 
days, proposed a tight liquor 
ordinance which only permit- 
ed the serving of liquor in

"Sierra Madre! What magic in the name! The start 
were propitious on the day when the name of the "Mother 
Range" was bestowed upon the little village nestled at 
the foot of Mount Wilson. For, whether as the scattered 
village of thirty years ago or the increasingly beautiful 
little city of the present, that title rests with peculiar grace 
upon Sierra Madre. 

"Her situation high upon the foothills of the range, 
her outlook over the valley of the San Gabriel, the scenery 
within her borders and her close association with the moun¬ 
tain range itself give a right to the title more secure than 
could be guaranteed by any copyright or royal patent. 

"The peculiar charm of Sierra Madre is an elusive 
thing for those who attempt to put it on paper. But few 
who visit the place fail to fael it.

Lacking more effec¬ 
tive means, these have been used in this effort to estab¬ 
lish the claims of Sierra Madre as the choicest place of 
residence in all Southern California.

As a young soldier, Stone¬ 
man came to California with 
the Kearny expedition in 
1846, and, as g general, he 
returned in 1872 to retire as 
a rancher. He bought about 
400 acres from Benjamin D. 
Wilson In what is now the 
City of .San Marino, and 
named It “Los Robles." 

His home stood approxi¬ 
mately .at El Molino Avenue 
and Mission Road. He de¬ 
veloped citrus orchards, as 
well as vineyards for the pro¬ 
duction of wines and bran¬ 
dies, but after about 20 years 
he subdivided hi.s ranch into 
five- and 10-a«Te tracts. One 
of his many ranch buildings 
survived until about 1960, 
when it was replaced with 
an hlstoricpl plaque. 

An elementary school in 
San Marino was later named 
In his honor, as well as sev¬ 
eral streets In Log Angeles 
County. 

Stoneman was elected gov¬ 
ernor of the state by a large 
majority in 1^3. Because he 
tried to curb the political 
power of the rgllroads and 
favored Southern California 
irrigation projects, his ad¬ 
ministration in Sacramento 
was stormy. 

The governor’s great- 
grandson has done extensive 
research into his contribu¬ 
tions, both to the nation and 
to the state.

One of the best known, 
most highly publicized plant.s 
in the West, is our (?wn 
Sierra Madre Wisteria Vine 
.... and again it is to be 
open to us for viewing by 
its present owners. 

Wisteria is very old, na¬ 
tive to both North America 
and Asia. We hear more 
about Its use in China than 
even here in our country. It 
belongs to the pea family, 
and ranks tops In those 
vines for age and beauty. 

Mote than ever, people are 
asking how to grow Wisteria, 
why theirs don’t bloom and 
so on. As far as I am con¬ 
cerned, since It’s our city 
flower, we ought to be grow¬ 
ing It in every garden. Here 
are some ideas as to how. 

Location: Full sun. 

Soil: TTiey will tolerate 
any soil but If they had the 
choice it would be well 
drained. In our alkaline soil, 
give attention to correcting 
the problem with acid plant 
food to avoid chlorosis. 

Feeding: Every three 
months, the year around 
with acid plant food. Liquid 
such as Liqulnox Grow. I 
would use this time of year 


and again in September, an 
application of Kellogg’s Aci 
dal to kill alkaline build up. 
It’s well worth the trouble 

Watering: Full length of 
roots as plant grows. They 
should never dry out in the 
root area. They need amnle 
watering dtiring growth and 
blooming period. 

What to buy: Always buy 
a grafted x'arlety or one 
gro^vn from cuttings. Thosv: 
from seedlings seldom bloorr.. 
or if they do. you wait for 
years. You have named 
choices of the Japanese 
varieties. ’These have the 
lovely 18 inch clusters of 
flowers in violet, and violet 
blue. Chinese Wisteria is the 
most widely planted, flower 
clusters around 12 inches 
long. This one will bloom in 
quite a bit of shade. 

How to train: You can buy 
them tree form trained; you 
can train as a shrub, a 
mutt-stemmed plant, as a 
tree — weeping type — or as 
a great vine on trellis, top 
of wall, or even up an old 
tree. 

Pruning: Prune in winter 
and cut back long streamers 
in summer before they 
tangle up the vine.

Mater Dolorosa Monastery 1931—1981 

In the early 1900s, a health redort existed where the present Monastery Is 
today. In 1924, most of this property wee purchaaad from R.J. Wilson by the 
Religious Community of the Passlonist Fathers and Brothers for the purpose ol 
building a Monaetery and Retreat House. This order was lounded by Paul 
Danel In Italy over 200 years ago, to promote Christian life. 

In 1931, the first permanent Monaatery and Retreat House was built. Fr. 
Edmund Walsh, who was a practicing architect before he became a Priest, its 
designer. W.J. Schlltz was the general contractor. The Religious House was 
named 'Mater Dolorosa*, two latin words meaning 'Sorrowful Mother', 
reminding all of Mary’s part in Christian life. 

The buildings are of Spanish design. On the east end Is the dining room and 
private chapel — On the west end Is the Public Chapel, an outdoor pulpit at 
Its entrance. In the chapel Interior, characteristics of Spanish architecture are 
maintained. The entire ceiling is of rough wooden planks of random width 
decorated In Spanish polychrome. The altar Is backed with trI-pItch, and the 
panels bear sacred paintings by a Los Angelas artist, Emil Fellegl.
